in cherge of his growing historical collection ond also helped in the editing of 
his historicsl writings. Even cfter the gift of the Burton Historical Collection 
to the cit of Detroit this intsrest anisactivity continuod. She held memberships 
in mony petriotic and historical socicties, including the Detroit Society for Gon- 
enlogicel Research, »s well as in other cultural organizcticns of tho city. Her 
benefrctions were many and generous but quiet, direct end personal rather then 
through orgonized chinnels. She never lest intwrest in the Irvine School or ber 
sorority, Delta Gammon.

A RUMSEY-CRITTENDEN HISTORY 
Written by Mariette C. Crittencen April 11, 1907

Continued from March-April 1949 


At Detroit father bought a yoke of oxen and wagon, The boxes and chests were loaded 
on. Te young men went on, either by stage or on foot. Father had a long rope 
around one of the ox*’s horns as it was unbroken. For three miles out of the city the 
roac was under water, each side was piled logs and brush to make the roadway. Mother 
and I walked the whole distance on logs, sticks, brush and what-not. At one place 

on the road a causeway ran a mile in length through e marsh, swarp etc. We walked 
that too, and the wagon bumped from log to log until the reach broke and father 
lifted the heavy chest, hurt his side so he thought he would have to stop awhile. 
Mother would nct hear of going on without him. He got better. The boys had axes, 
xe-yoke, rings, etc. and helped to repair and to reload and we were on air way again 
to Green Oak Plains where we staid while father went to Saline for our household ef- 
fects and we were soon under way egein. I was perched on the highest point of the 
loaded wagon to sight the blazed trees that marked the way to go. Father drove on 
foot with whip in one hand and axe in the other, the one to stir up the oxen and the 
other to cut away obstacles that could not be got around or over. Brighton was then 
Ore Creek and from there the way was blazed by marks un treess 


Joseph Rumsey's house was very smali, two beds placed end to end filled on side, only 

by a space of three fect where Clarissa and I slepton a shakedown on the loose floor. 

‘Ta did not particulerlyvy object to this until Mrs. Rumsey in endeavoring to scare a

While these matters were in progress father had again been to Saline, bought cows, 

eg hen or two, ond got provisions from Detroit. Ten was $1.00 to $1.50 per lb., su- 
gsr 12 to 15 cents a pound, so wet or black just like thet ot the bottom of molasses 
barrels, smoked shoulder 18 cents per pound, I don't remember the price of flour.
